The St. Louis Street-Car Men’s Strike De 
velops Desultory Rioting In Attempts to 
Stop Traffic On the Lines—One Man Shot 
Dead By a Policeman, a Number of 
Other Casualties, and Plenty of Wrecked 





St. Lovrs, Mo., October 9.—This city 
is in a whirlpool of excitement over the 
strike of the street car employes, and 
mobs assemble, work their deeds of de- 
struction and death, and dissolve again 
with great rapidity, excitement and cari- 
osity prompting men, women and children 
without direct interest in the issues at 
stake to rush hither and thither-with the 
insane actors in the day’s wild scenes. 
Among the more serious events tran- 
spiring with the quick successiveness 


ofa rapidly revolving kaleidoscope may 
be noticed briefly: Serious riots on 
O’Fallon street and Cass avenue; at the 
Twelfth street bridge; on Chouteau and 
Washington avenues; at Sixth 
and Locust streets and along 
Pine Street; 
the Union Line reported kille!, and sev- 
eral drivers and conductors very seriously 
hurt; cars wrecked and boxes rifled 
in various parts of the city, 
and a atriker shot dead at 
Eleventh and Hickory streets, while the 
ng list of outrages is continually grow- 
ng. 

The police has proved itself totally un- 
able to cope with the mob, and the Board 
is now in session discussing the advisa- 
bility of calling out the militia.

Shortly before noon to-day trouble 
broke out almost simultaneously on the 
People’s Line and on the Union Depot 
Line. A gang of men, whom the officers 
declared were street car men, as they 
recognized their faces, started in to 
wreck the People’s Line at Fourth and 
Choutean avenue. As near as could be 
estimated before the crowd of spectators 
assembled there were fully thirty or forty 
men in the wrecking force. The first as- 
sault was made on car No. 17, which was 
running down town witha load of pas- 
sengers. The men called to the passen- 
gers to gct out. Several jumped on the 
front platform, and, striking the driver 
two or three times, threw him off the 
car, slipped the pin out and started the 
horses on a full run. Two or three oth- 
ers gave the conductor the same treat- 
ment. This was accomplished in a brief 
space, and before the people knew what 
was up the car was lifted clear and wag 
tossed over on one side, crosswise the 
two tracks, completely biocking the 
way. ‘The men did not wait, but as soon 
as the car was on its side and the register 
had been smashed, they rushed west on 
Chouteau avenue. 


AT EIGHTH STREET 


the gang met car No. 1 and put it through 
the same course of treatment with a lib- 
eral dose thrown in for the driver and 
conductor. The passengers scarcely had 
time to get out before the car was on its 
side. The driver and conductor in 


both instances skipped away as 
soon as they could get out 
of the ciutches of the wreckers. 


Officers Chase and Datzman were on 
Fourth street and saw car No. 17 thrown 
over, but the men were gone before they 
reached the car. They went in pursuit 
aud reached Eighth street just as the 
other car waa being wrecked. Officer 
Chase was caught by several ring-leaders 
and was held firmly so that he could 
do nothing, so he says. Officer Datzman 
caught one of the men and was struggling 
with him, when he was struck back of 
the left ear by arock. He was knocked 
to his knees and the man freed himself 
and escaped. The men started off west. 
At this moment Sergeant Landers and 
Officers Scully, Sulliin, Treadway and 
Karl reached Chouteau avenue in & 
patrol wagon and gave chase. 
They succeeded in capturing three 
of the Chouteau avenue gang and one of 
the Twelfth street gang under the Four- 
teenth street bridge. Superintendent 
Shea passed the spot in his buggy a few 
minutes after the occurrence, and secur- 
ing teams and men had the cars righted 
and driven to the stables. The street 
was packed bya howling mob, and it was 
fuily half an hour before it was cleared.

TYPE AND PRESSES. 


Interesting Statistics of the Composing 
Rooms of the Country. 

The tables prepared for the last 
United States census respecting print- 
ing, although both curious and valu- 
able, have received only little attention 
from the newspapers of the day. Part 
of this, no doubt, arose from the fact 
that the volume was published during 
the heat of the last political campaign, 
when all other subjects were dwarfed, 
but a part comes from the fact that the 
results were not clear to many writers, 
who had not been bred to the art and 
were not in the habit of analyzing sta- 
tistics. One of the tables which have 
been least, noticed is that showing the 
number of pounds of type used upon 
the newspapers of the United States, 
and the quantity of type regularly set. 
New York has 1,242,649 pounds of 
type, or enough to fill cases for 62,000 
compositors, her gn nears being one- 
hfth of the Union, which has 6.689,578 
pounds. Five States, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois, Ohio and Iowa, have 








nearly one-half of all the type, and set * 


one-half of the number of ems. A 
pound of type sets eighty-three ems, 
and assuming that the average size is 
brevier, there are for each thousand 
set about 1,200 ems left in the cases. 
The largest average se on dailies was 
in Louisiana, 140,000 ems, and the 
smallest in New Mexico, 29,000 ems, 
the average being 74,147. The average 
on weeklies was 57,197, the largest be- 
ing in the District of Columbia, 95,000, 
while in Wyoming it was the smallest, 
32,000. Of the long-settled States, 
Alabama had the smallest, 35,000. The 
total amount of type set for one issue 
would make 2 785 duodecimo volumes, 
and that done on the dailies in a year 
would fill 10,000 volumes to match 
Appleton’s Cyclopadia. Measured up 
as proofs are measured, tbe slip con- 
taining the year’s work would extend 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. Eight 
thousand presses did the préss work. — 
American Bookmaker.

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ORANGES. 


Origin of a Favorite Fruit and Its Place in 
History and Legend. 

The different species and varieties of 
the citrus yield the fruits known as the 
orange, citron, lemon, lime, bergamot, 
potmpelmous, shaddock, etc. In each 
case the product is a pulpy fruit with 
smooth seeds and a spongy rind. The 
orange tree is remarkable for its pro- 
lifioness; thus a single plant will some- 
times produce as many as twenty thou- 
sand good oranges. 

Whence came the orange? Gibbon 
insists in his ‘‘Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire” that among the Ro- 
mans the orange and lemon were gen- 
erally classed, with other fruit, among 
the apples. But Pliny has expressly 
stated that fruits of the citron order 
were cultivated in Italy in his time— 
that is, in the first century of the Chris- 
tian era. Virgi! and others mention 
that the citron was peculiar to Media 
and Persia. In fact, the orange wag 
not known to the ancients who lived a 
few centuries before the Christian era. 
It is a native of China, with which the 
heroic Greeks and Romans had scarcely 
any intercourse. This fruit did not 
come into Europe until the sixteenth 
century, and the first orange tree ever 
seen in England was in the year 1595. 
Some accounts credit the Portuguese 
with importing it; others say that the 
Moors, who overran Spain in the mid- 
dle ages, brought the orange from Ara- 
bia, planted it largely at Seville, and 
that its cultivation in Sicily, Rome and 
the south of Frauce followed. Hence 
the term, a “China orange,’’ at once 
names the fruit and mentions from 
what country it came. 

It is believed that the lemon was 
cultivated in Italy a thousand years 
before the China orange. No doubt 
both fruits came from Asia. The cit- 
ron is supposed to be the Hebrew tapp- 
nach. This word is translated in the 
English version of the Old Testament 
as “‘apple.’? There is alegend that the 
apple with which the serpent tempted 
Eve must have been the orange, which 
is attractive, rich in color and fragrant 
in smell. The golden apples of the 
garden of the Hesperides may have 
come of the same source, and the one 
tree that bore them has been thought 


to correspond with the tree of life in 


the Garden of Eden. 

In the island of Malta the blood 
orange is grown, obtaining its name 
from the blood-red color of its pulp, 
which is delightfully aromatic. Ifa 
vote could be taken all the world over 
I am sure that the orange by a vast 
majority would be proclaimed the fa- 
vorite fruit.. The tangerine, or North 
African orange, witha rich and lus- 
cious pulp and a very fragrant rind, is 
very diminutive, but the St. Michael’s 
orange, very sweet and thin-skinned, 
is the smallest, and the Brazil, or 
Navet orange of South America is the 
largest. of all species of oranges. The 
orange finds a luxuriant development 
in Florida. There are about one hun- 
dred and seventy thousand trees under 
actual cultivation. As every one knows 
there are sweet oranges and bitter 
oranges. The bitter orange is grown 
in great abundance in Honolulu and in 
Seville. 

The bitter orange has a distinguish- 
ing name, which gives point to a joke 
familiar to players and play-goers. 
The story rus thus: A favorite actor 
had offended his audience, and received 
a hint, next day, that he must apolo- 
_ on the stage. or run the risk of 
1aving the theater torn to pieces before 
his eves. In due course the doors were 
opened, and the house was filled in a 
few minutes. The business of the play 
brought the peceant actor on the stage, 
apparently unconscious that the audi- 
ence had a crow to pick with him. 
Proceeding as if nothing out of the 
way was impending, he gave no sign of 
an intention to apologize, but, though 
a comic performer, had a qualm of 
dread in his heart. By way of a gen- 
tle hint, some ruffian in the galler 
flung an orange at him, which struc 
him on the breast, and he caught the 
missile ere it could fall on the stage. 
ixamining it very curiously, he ad- 
vanced to the foot-lights, where, care 
fully eyeing it through his eye-glass, he 
exclaimed, at last: ‘‘An orange, I do 
believe!’ when, looking up in the’ di- 
rection whence it had been hurled, and 
bowing with mock politeness to his as- 
sailant, he added: “But not a civil 
orange.”” The fruit, in fact, was a 
Seville orange, and the equivoke in 
pronounciation was at once so new 
and so true that the audience, forget- 
ting their anger, greeted the actor with 
a shout of “Bravo, Dobbs!” and called 
up the gallery to ask why that chap 
who had thrown the orange was not 
thrown down the stairs.—Cor. Troy 
Times.
